The  Legacy  of  Legacies 

When  we  find  something  special,  we  want  to  share  it  with  those  we  care 
about.  As  soon  as  the  first  Thetas  were  initiated,  they  wanted  to  share  their 
Fraternity  sisterhood  with  their  biological  sisters.  Then  they  wanted  to  share  it 
with  their  daughters  and  granddaughters.  And  this  fond  wish  continues  today. 

As  autumn  recruitment  approaches  on  many  college  campuses,  many  Theta 
alumnae  have  questions  about  the  Fraternity's  legacy  policy.  The  following  fre¬ 
quently  asked  questions  were  compiled  by  Julie  Ruffalo  Gilpin,  A/DePauw, 
Fraternity  vice-president  membership;  Jenni  Broughton,  T/Butler,  assistant 
director  of  chapter  services;  and  Cassie  Smith,  EZ/Mississippi,  educational 
leadership  consultant. 


Legacy  FAQs 

What  is  a  Theta  legacy? 

A  daughter,  granddaughter,  great-grand¬ 
daughter,  or  sister  of  a  Kappa  Alpha  Theta. 
Stepdaughters,  step-granddaughters,  step- 
great-granddaughters,  and  stepsisters  are 
considered  legacies  if  their  family  considers 
them  as  such. 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  an  “indirect 
legacy”  (i.e.,  cousin,  niece,  etc.),  and  such 
persons  must  not  be  given  special  consider¬ 
ation  on  the  invitation  list.  However,  they 
may  have  special  knowledge  of  and  interest 
in  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  and  should  be  warmly 
welcomed  and  recruited. 

If  I  have  questions  about  legacies  or 
other  recruitment  information,  who  do  I 
contact? 

Membership  district  directors  (MDDs)  are 
the  Fraternity  officers  who  assist  with  any 
recruitment  and  membership  selection 
questions.  A  complete  list  of  Fraternity  offi¬ 
cers  is  available  on  the  Fraternity  website, 
www.kappaalphatheta.org. 

How  are  Theta  legacies  treated  in 
recruitment  today? 

All  legacies  receive  an  automatic  invita¬ 
tion  to  the  second  round  of  recruitment.  The 
only  exception  is  a  legacy  who  does  not 
meet  the  scholastic  requirements. 

Following  the  second  day  of  recruitment, 
the  chapter  should  contact  the  MDD  regard¬ 
ing  legacies.  A  legacy  may  be  released  if  the 
MDD  determines  that  she  has  been  given 
special  consideration  and  if  the  legacy  is  not 
considered  to  be  congenial  or  a  potentially 
contributing  member  of  the  chapter. 

No  legacy  will  be  permitted  to  be 
released  after  the  third  round  of  recruitment 
or  any  additional  rounds  thereafter. 

There  is  no  preferential  treatment  given 
to  a  "chapter  legacy"  or  a  "sitting  sister"  over 
a  legacy  from  another  chapter. 


Does  this  mean  every  Theta  legacy  is 
not  automatically  invited  to  be  a  Theta? 

Unfortunately,  not  every  Theta  legacy  is 
automatically  invited  to  be  a  Theta.  What  our 
policy  does  mean  is  that  all  Theta  legacies 
are  given  every  consideration  as  they  go 
through  recruitment. 

In  2005  -  2006,  39.2  percent  of  legacies 
who  went  through  recruitment  were 
pledged.  In  2006  -  2007, 43.8  percent  of 
legacies  who  went  through  recruitment  were 
pledged.  We  hope  to  see  this  number 
increase  in  the  2007  -  2008  academic  year! 

How  do  we  ensure  chapters  are  follow¬ 
ing  the  legacy  policy? 

Each  chapter  has  a  membership  advisor 
or  recruitment  advisor  as  well  as  a  member¬ 
ship  district  director  and  the  Fraternity  vice- 
president  membership  to  direct  them. 

Does  it  hurt  or  help  a  potential  new 
member  (PNM)  to  be  a  legacy? 

Theta’s  legacy  policy  mandates  that 
every  Theta  legacy  be  given  fair  and  equal 
consideration. 

Does  being  a  Theta  legacy  hurt  a  PNM’s 
chances  with  other  groups  on  campus? 

This  is  something  we  have  no  control 
over.  All  NPC  groups  strive  to  treat  each 
PNM  fairly  -  no  matter  where  she  may  be  a 
legacy. 

How  does  a  Theta  refer  or  introduce  a 
legacy? 

1.  Log  onto  www.kappaalphatheta.org 

2.  Click  on  "Recommend  a  Potential  New 
Member"  under  the  "Common  Quick  Links" 
on  the  left-hand  side  of  the  page. 

3.  From  this  page,  you  can  print  a  copy 
of  the  "Legacy  Introduction  Form"  and  the 
"Letter  of  Reference."  (A  hard  copy  can  also 
be  found  in  the  Spring  2007  issue  of  The 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Magazine.) 

4.  Both  forms  can  be  submitted  directly 
to  the  chapter  or  to  the  Recruitment

A  Second  Chance

Since  college,  I  had  disassociated  from  any  sort  of  “Theta 
love,”  not  even  keeping  in  touch  with  any  of  the  members  of 
my  new  member  class.  Sorority  membership  was  a  thing  of 
the  ’60s,  and  I  believed  I  had  evolved  away  from  it.  Dannie 
Cameron  Martin  found  me  last  spring,  tenaciously  tracing 
me  from  Colorado  to  Maine  and  finally  to  New  Mexico. 
When  she  proposed  having  an  Alpha  Chi  Chapter  40-plus 
reunion,  I  was  skeptical  ...  but  I  listened.  Knowing  that  I 
would  be  subjected  to  dialysis  very  soon,  I  told  her  up  front 
that  the  reunion  would  have  to  be  in  Albuquerque,  as  I  could 
n’t  travel  ...  not  only  physically,  but  financially.  I’m  a  retired 
teacher  with  few  “extras.”  Once  I  committed  to  “selling” 
Albuquerque  as  the  reunion  locale,  I  put  together  an  agenda 
that  would  show  off  the  city,  the 
state,  the  food,  everything  that 
makes  New  Mexico  such  a  unique 
and  wonderful  experience. 

Dannie  arranged  travel,  keeping 
everyone  in  the  loop;  I  secured  the 
hotel,  and  on  November  1 ,  sisters 
began  arriving.  I  was  nervous,  still 
doubtful,  still  cautious.  By  the  end, 

November  5,  my  doubts  and  fears 
had  yielded  to  a  much  deeper  under¬ 
standing  of  the  meaning  of  a  sorori¬ 
ty:  the  friendships  for  life,  the  matu¬ 
rity,  lack  of  agendas,  and  just  a  real¬ 


ly  good  time.  Everyone  knew  I  was  in  renal  failure  and  held 
high  hopes  that  I  might  receive  a  transplant.  Their  love  and 
support  really  touched  me  and  I  think  we  all  were  on  an 
“Albuquerque  High”! 

At  this  point,  I  digress  a  bit.  A  lifetime  diabetic,  dialysis 
seemed  the  only  alternative  to  my  failing  kidneys.  I  had  tried  for 
live  donations,  and  friends  volunteered,  but  there  was  always  the 
last-minute  glitch.  Dialysis  is  a  slow,  to  be  sure,  but  definite 
path  to  death.  I  had  planned  on  no  more  than  perhaps  10  years. 
In  February,  however,  the  unexpected  and  unbelievable  hap¬ 
pened,  and  I  was  the  recipient  of  a  transplanted  kidney! 

During  all,  sisters  surrounded  me  with  prayers,  support, 
calls,  cards,  flowers,  good  wishes  ...  not  just  once  or  twice, 
but  continuously.  And  I  learned  to  accept  it,  thrive  upon  it, 
and  reciprocate  (part  of  the  “paying  it  forward  theme”  in  a 
recent  Theta  e-mail  campaign).  I  love  these  women,  probably 
for  the  first  time.  They’re  generous 
and  compassionate  and  genuine.  I 
used  to  keep  a  journal;  I  don’t 
need  to  now.  I  have  a  life;  a  pur¬ 
pose;  an  understanding,  finally  of 
love.  I’m  more  closely  aligned  to 
the  universe.

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The  Legacy  of  Legacies 

A  Blanket  of  Sisterhood:  One  Family’s  Story

Editor’s  note:  Legacies  are  a  subject 
near  and  dear  to  Thetas  ’  hearts.  The 
following  story  of  a  multi  generational 
family  illustrates  the  value  of  legacies 
to  the  Fraternity. 

Blankets  keep  us  warm,  protect  us 
and  comfort  us. . ..  They  may  also  be 
items  of  beauty  to  be  admired  and  trea¬ 
sured  for  years.  They  are  made  of 
many  threads,  woven  together  to  make 
one  strong  unit  that  can  become  a  lega¬ 
cy  left  behind  for  many  generations  to 
enjoy.  Similarly,  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
has  woven  more  than  200,000  women 
together  in  a  sisterhood  that  allows 
them  to  share  warm  memories  and 
comfort  during  good  and  bad  times 
throughout  their  lives. 

The  Miller  family  is  a  special  one, 
woven  together  not  only  by  family  ties 
but  also  by  bonds  of  Theta  sisterhood. 
Since  1921,  10  members  of  the  family 
have  been  initiated,  and  each  of  these 
women  has  a  special  memory,  ranging 
from  initiation  into  the  Gamma 
Chapter  to  service  as  an  Alpha  Chapter 
advisory  board  member.

once  said,  “  ...we  real¬ 
ized  somehow  that  we 
weren’t  going  to  col¬ 
lege  just  for  our¬ 
selves,  but  for  all  the 
girls  who  would  fol¬ 
low  after  us...” 

Much  like  Bettie 
Locke,  Charlotte 
Reyer  Byrne  did  not 
know  what  the  future 
of  Theta  would  hold. 

Locke  created  a  legacy 
of  a  Greek-letter  orga¬ 
nization  for  women, 
and  Byrne  was  the  beginning 
of  a  long  thread  of  Thetas  within 
her  family.  Her  granddaughter,  Joan 
Miller,  agrees,  “The  word  legacy  is  so 
interesting.  How  could  my  grandmoth¬ 
er  have  known  what  a  legacy  she  was 
beginning  for  her  family?” 

Like  other  “Theta  families,”  the 
Millers  have  passed  down  sweatshirts, 
badges,  and  most  importantly,  a  Theta 
blanket.  After  initiation,  each  woman 
was  given  a  blanket  with  the  names 
and  initiation  dates  of  the  Thetas  in 
their  family. 

The  youngest  Millers  grew  up  wear¬ 
ing  their  mother’s  and  aunt’s  T-shirts, 
reading  The  Kappa  Alpha  Theta 
Magazine,  and  taking  naps  on  Theta  pil¬ 
lows.  These  women  also  saw  first¬ 
hand  the  relationships  that  their 
mother,  aunt,  and  grand¬ 
mother  formed  with  their 
Theta  sisters,  and  each 
knew  she  wanted 
something  similar. 
Being  a  legacy, 
Amy  Miller  feels 
that  she  had  a 
better  under¬ 
standing  of  Theta 
coming  into  the 
experience.  Jen 
Miller,  who 


served  as  vice-president  membership  at 
Alpha/DePauw,  felt  it  was  difficult  to 
lose  legacies  during  the  recruitment 
process  and  wished  they  understood 
“...how  much  they  would  miss  out  and 
how  much  it  would  mean  to  share  the 
experience  with  their  family.” 

With  or  without  a  special  blanket,  it 
is  clear  what  an  important  part  Theta  is 
in  their  lives.  As  Joan  Miller  says,  “It 
has  enriched  my  life.  I  am  thankful  that 
we  have  been  able  to  share  Theta  as  a 
family  and  am  thrilled  that  my  daugh¬ 
ters  had  the  opportunity.”  She  feels 
blessed  with  how  it  has  worked  out.  ^

Hearts 


Pulsating  with  energy  and  enthusiasm, 
cardiologist  Sharonne  Northcutt  Hayes,  MD, 
circulates  messages  that  boost  the  heart 
health  of  thousands  of  women

Whether  she’s  discussing  symptoms  with  a  patient  one-on-one,  delivering 
a  presentation  to  an  audience  that  includes  President  George  Bush  and  First 
Lady  Laura  Bush  in  the  East  Room  of  the  White  House,  or  appearing  on  a 
segment  of  Good  Morning  America,  cardiologist  Sharonne  Hayes,  MD, 
wraps  her  message  around  central  themes:  Heart  disease  is  the  most 


urgent  health  issue  for  women,  and 
women  must  be  their  own  best  advo¬ 
cates  in  knowing  and  managing  the 
risks  and  getting  appropriate  care. 

As  director  of  the  Women’s  Heart 
Clinic  at  the  Mayo  Clinic  in  Rochester, 
Minn.,  and  an  associate  professor  of 
medicine  and  cardiovascular  diseases, 
Hayes,  Tau/Northwestern,  accents  her 
assertions  with  compelling  statistics. 
Heart  disease  outranks  cancer  as  the 
number-one  killer  of  women  and, 
although  mortality  rates  gradually  are 
decreasing,  330,000  women — or  one 
out  of  four — die  annually  of  heart  dis¬ 
ease.  Although  many  assume  otherwise, 
more  women  than  men  lose  their  lives 
to  this  disease. 

“The  trend  is  that  women  are  starting 
to  get  the  message  about  prevention, 
risk  factors,  and  symptoms  of  heart  dis¬ 
ease,”  Hayes  says.  “But  we  still  face  a 
huge  gap  among  African  Americans  and 
Hispanics  and,  in  many  ways,  we’re  just 
at  the  tip  of  the  iceberg.” 

Hayes  has  long  been  exposed  to  the 
challenges  and  opportunities  offered  by 
the  medical  field.  Her  father,  now  retired, 
was  an  endocrinologist  at  Mayo  Clinic, 
and  the  family  moved  to  Rochester  when 
Hayes  was  in  middle  school. 

“Since  I  was  strong  in  math  and  sci¬ 
ence,  the  assumption  was  that  I’d  be  a 


doctor,”  says  Hayes,  who  also  recalls 
being  influenced  by  the  culture  of 
Rochester  and  Mayo  Clinic’s  promi¬ 
nence  in  the  community. 

Admitted  to  a  selective  and  rigorous 
six-year  honors  program  in  medical 
education  at  Northwestern  University, 
Hayes  basically  committed  to  a  medical 
career  at  age  seventeen.  And  in  her  brief 
two-year  stint  as  an  undergraduate, 
pledging  Theta  was  both  a  highlight  and 
a  connection  that  felt  like  “home.” 

“My  mom  has  a  special  group  of 
friends  who  were  all  Thetas  at 
Vanderbilt,”  says  Hayes  of  her  mother, 
Ann  Warner  Benton.  “These  women 
were  always  like  aunts  to  me. 

“Theta  was  a  good  choice,  and  an 
important  part  of  my  identity.  It  was 
very  enriching  to  be  surrounded  by  a 
community  of  people  with  different 
backgrounds  and  educational  goals.” 

After  graduating  from  Northwestern 
University  Medical  School  in  1983,  Hayes’ 
academic  and  career  dreams  led  her  to  an 
internal  medicine  residency  at  the  Mayo 
Graduate  School  of  Medicine.  Cardiology 
was  her  first  rotation  as  an  intern. 

“There  was  predicted  to  be  a  huge 
glut  of  cardiologists,  and  not  many 
interns  were  being  trained,”  she  recalls. 
“But  for  me,  cardiology  represented  a 
nice  mix  of  patient  care,  research,  and 


physiology.” 

Decades  later,  however,  the  surplus 
prognostication  has  reversed.  Based  on 
an  explosion  of  heart  disease  risk  fac¬ 
tors,  an  aging  population,  and  the  fact 
that  people  are  living  longer  and  need¬ 
ing  continued  care  after  a  cardiac  event, 
there’s  now  a  significant  shortage  of 
cardiologists  on  the  horizon. 

“Only  seven  to  10  percent  of  cardiol¬ 
ogists  are  female,  so  it’s  a  particularly 
good  field  for  women,”  Hayes  says.  “All 
things  considered,  I  feel  I  have  job 
security  for  life!” 

The  Female  Factor 

Through  years  of  focusing  her  prac¬ 
tice  on  women,  Hayes  is  well- acquaint¬ 
ed  with  the  unique  challenges  females 
face  when  it  comes  to  their  cardiac 
health,  as  well  as  the  sobering  realities. 

According  to  an  article  in  TIME 
Magazine  (April  28,  2003),  entitled  “The 
Number  1  Killer  of  Women”  in  which 
Hayes  was  quoted,  a  woman  has  a  50  per¬ 
cent  chance  of  dying  from  her  first  heart 
attack  event,  compared  with  a  30  percent 
chance  for  a  man.  Of  those  who  survive  a 
first  attack,  38  percent  of  women  will  die 
within  a  year,  versus  25  percent  of  men. 
And  46  percent  of  women  are  disabled  by 
heart  failure  after  an  attack,  compared  to 
22  percent  of  men. 
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While  research  continues  to  chip  away 
at  a  range  of  complex  reasons  for  the  dis¬ 
crepancies,  Hayes  believes  women  also 
are  affected  by  physical  and  emotional 
variables.  For  instance,  while  women  are 
likely  to  experience  shortness  of  breath, 
extreme  fatigue,  or  indigestion  prior  to  a 
heart  attack,  they  typically  don’t  identify 
these  symptoms  as  cardiac. 

And  when  it  comes  to  heart-healthy 
lifestyle  changes,  such  as  exercise  and  diet, 
many  women  build  their  own  barriers. 

“It  takes  six  weeks  to  change  a  habit, 
and  changing  behavior  is  challenging  no 
matter  who  you  are,”  Hayes  says.  “But 
women  have  the  added  burden  of  respon¬ 
sibility  for  others — caring  for  their  chil¬ 
dren  and  sometimes  their  parents — plus 
working  outside  the  home.  Time  con¬ 
straints  are  an  issue,  plus  women  hesitate 
to  make  themselves  a  priority. 

“But  I  turn  this  around  and  tell  my 
patients  that  if  they  don’t  make  time  to 
take  care  of  themselves  now,  they  won’t 
have  the  energy  to  take  care  of  anyone 
else.  And  by  exercising  or  changing  the 
way  they  cook,  they’re  setting  an  exam¬ 
ple  and  inspiring  a  healthier  generation.” 

Such  influences  are  particularly  criti¬ 
cal,  Hayes  adds,  because  cardiovascular 
disease  develops  over  a  lifetime. 
Blockages  can  be  visible  as  early  as  the 
teenage  and  young  adult  years,  and  it’s 
simply  never  too  early  to  make  healthy 
choices.  Managing  risk  factors  is  equal¬ 
ly  important,  and  among  the  top  three — 
obesity,  diabetes,  and  cigarettes — smok¬ 
ing  is  the  single  most  powerful,  particu¬ 
larly  for  young  women. 

“Many  women  don’t  perceive  them¬ 
selves  as  smokers  if  they  only  smoke 
socially,”  Hayes  says.  “But  even  that 
level — one  or  two  cigarettes  a  day,  or 
only  on  weekends — markedly  increases 
a  woman’s  risk  of  cardiovascular  disease. 

“Seventy-five  percent  of  all  adult 
smokers  started  their  habit  before  age  18, 
and  80  percent  of  women  under  age  45 
who  suffer  heart  attacks  are  smokers.” 

Advocating  From  The  Heart 

Nearly  a  decade  ago,  Hayes  “re¬ 
invented”  her  career  and  began  to 
extend  these  heart-healthy  messages 
from  the  confines  of  her  office  to  a 
wider,  national  audience.  “My  advocacy 


work  on  behalf  of  women  with  heart 
disease  grew  out  of  hearing  women’s 
stories,”  she  says.  “I  discovered  a  way 
to  target  my  activism  in  a  positive  way.” 

Her  energy  and  expertise  have  been 
directed  toward  an  impressive  range  of 
accomplishments:  helping  develop  the 
National  Heart,  Lung,  and  Blood 
Institute’s  Heart  Truth  campaign,  co¬ 
authoring  the  American  Heart 
Association’s  prevention  guidelines  for 
women,  and  co-producing  the  Emmy- 
nominated  PBS  show,  Call  To  Action: 
Women  and  Heart  Disease.  As  an  advi¬ 
sory  board  member  of  WomenHeart,  the 
National  Coalition  for  Women  with 
Heart  Disease  that  serves  approximately 
8  million  women,  Hayes  directs  an 
annual  symposium  to  train  heart  disease 
survivors  as  advocates  and  educators. 
WomenHeart  also  provides  support  and 
information  to  female  heart  patients, 
and  aims  to  improve  their  quality  of  life 
and  healthcare  through  early  detection, 
accurate  diagnosis,  and  proper  treat¬ 
ment.  (For  more  information  on  this

February  2004, 

Hayes  was 
invited  to  the 
White  House 
to  join  the 
First  Lady  and 
President 
George  Bush  for  the  kick-off  of 
American  Heart  Month.  Hayes  recalls 
the  meeting,  as  well  as  her  East  Room 
presentation  on  heart  health,  as  an 
“over- the- top”  experience. 

“What  struck  me  the  most  was  the 


First  Lady’s  grace  and  genuineness — 
she’s  very  down  to  earth,”  Hayes  says. 
“She  puts  a  practical  face  on  heart 
health,  and  talks  personally  about  her 
diet  and  exercise  changes.  She’ll  share 
comments  such  as,  “if  (my  mother-in- 
law)  Barbara  can  swim  in  her  pool 
every  day,  I  can  go  for  daily  walks.” 

“She’s  been  very  available  to  the 
Heart  Truth  campaign,”  Hayes  adds, 
“and  has  been  a  huge  and  visible  factor 
in  raising  awareness.  I  sense  this  is 
Laura  Bush’s  legacy,  and  that  she’ll  be 
very  proud  of  her  involvement.” 

Putting  Messages  in  Motion 

As  a  woman  attempting  to  balance 
family,  career,  advocacy  work,  volun¬ 
teer  commitments,  personal  time — plus 
healthy  diet  and  exercise — Hayes 
relates  firsthand  to  the  time  crunches 
faced  by  her  patients.  But  she’s  commit¬ 
ted  to  “walking  the  talk”  when  it  comes 
to  heart  health,  and  is  quick  to  share 
what  works  for  her. 

The  family  recently  invested  in  fit¬ 
ness  equipment  and,  three  to  five  times 
a  week,  Hayes  logs  45 -minute  stints  on 


a  treadmill  or  stationery  bike.  On  the 
job,  she’s  traded  the  elevator  for  stairs, 
which  on  most  days  translates  to  up- 
and-down  treks  of  12  to  18  floors. 

Diet  is  strictly  vegetarian  (see  sidebar 
for  favorite  cookbooks),  with  the  recent

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addition  of  fish — primarily  as  a  source 
of  lean  protein  and  heart-healthy 
omega-3  fatty  acids.  An  enthusiastic 
cook  who  tends  to  create  her  own 
recipes,  Hayes  is  particularly  fond  of 
Mediterranean,  Middle  Eastern,  Asian, 
and  Italian  cuisines,  all  of  which  are 
primarily  plant-based. 

She’s  also  backed  by  a  wholesome 
level  of  family  support.  Husband  David 
Hayes,  MD,  chairman  of  the 
Cardiovascular  Division  and  professor 
of  medicine  at  Mayo  Clinic,  specializes 
in  cardiac  pacing  and  defibrillation  and 
nuclear  cardiology.  “Working  together 
in  the  same  field  has  one  advantage — 
we  really  ‘get  it’  when  it  comes  to  chal¬ 
lenges  and  opportunities,”  Hayes  says. 
“But  the  downside  is  that  our  careers 
are  incredibly  demanding,  plus  we’re 
both  driven  people  who  work  a  lot  of 
hours  and  want  to  do  our  best.” 

Perfectionist  tendencies,  combined 
with  a  penchant  for  saying  “yes,”  can 
prove  exhausting,  however.  Several 
years  ago,  Hayes  pared  her  level  of 
over-commitment,  focusing  on  a 
process  that  carefully  evaluates  costs  of 
new  opportunities — such  as  time,  stress, 


and  family  impact — and  benefits — 
career  advancement,  personal  satisfac¬ 
tion,  or  new  skill  set.  She’s  also  a  firm 
believer  in  disconnecting,  whether  it’s 
her  weekly  Wednesdays  off  work  (a 
schedule  she’s  followed  for  years),  or 
the  classic  Minnesota  lodge-on-a-lake 
summer  vacation  with  her  husband; 
daughter  Sarah,  16;  and  son  Drew,  11. 

“Last  summer  we  went  to  Africa  for 
two  weeks,  which  was  the  longest  we’ve 
ever  been  away  from  work,”  Hayes  says. 
“We’re  so  Blackberry- wired  that  it’s 
hard  to  get  away.  But  these  African 
game  parks  didn’t  even  have  phones.  If 
you  were  in  trouble,  or  needed  anything, 
you  had  to  use  an  air  horn!” 

Pulse  of  the  Future 

When  it  comes  to  assessing  future 
career  opportunities,  Hayes  is  poised  to 
say  “yes”  to  one  of  several  directions. 
“I’d  be  open  to  opportunities  for 
research  that  is  aligned  with  my  clinical 
interests,  or  to  advance  the  science  that 
might  help  me  care  for  my  patients,”  she 
says.  “I’d  also  say  ‘yes’  to  opportunities 
to  raise  awareness,  educate  the  lay  pub¬ 
lic,  and  advocate  for  better  heart-health 


care.  I’m  passionate  about  promoting 
equity  and  reducing  disparity.” 

Five  years  from  now,  Hayes  predicts 
she’ll  be  traveling  the  same  career  path. 
But  the  next  decade  also  will  bring  an 
“empty  nest”  and  the  possibility  of 
another  career  re-invention.  “There  are 
so  many  options  at  Mayo  Clinic,  and  I 
can  imagine  being  involved  in  any  num¬ 
ber  of  new  treatments  or  advances,”  she 
says.  “And  I’ll  certainly  still  be  advocat¬ 
ing  for  under-served  populations.” 

The  bottom  line?  Hayes  has  long  felt 
her  heart  is  in  exactly  the  right  place. 

“When  I  first  trained,  balloon  angio¬ 
plasty  and  clot-busting  medications 
were  big  deals,”  she  reflects.  “Now, 
we’re  able  to  implant  defibrillators.  And 
with  stem  cell  research,  we  might  be 
poised  to  repair  what  we  once  thought 
were  permanently  damaged  hearts, 
which  would  dramatically  decrease  the 
heart  disease  mortality  rate. 

“Cardiology  is  one  of  the  fastest 
moving  areas  in  terms  of  technical 
advances,  as  well  as  advances  in  knowl¬ 
edge,  such  as  molecular  and  genomics. 
We  haven’t  begun  to  see  the  end  of 
progress.” 


By  the  Book 


While  you  can  be  heart-healthy  without  following  a  strict  vegetarian  diet,  Hayes  advises  at  least  five  daily  servings  of  a  variety  of  fruits  and 
vegetables;  substituting  whole  grain  and  complex  carbohydrates  for  refined  foods;  using  legumes,  nuts,  and  low-fat  dairy  foods;  and  limiting 
trans  and  saturated  fats. 

Consider  trying  one  meatless  meal  a  week,  or  investing  in  a  new  cookbook.  Even  small  and  gradual  changes  can  reap  big  benefits.

Many  of  us  found  a  figu¬ 
rative  “home  away  from 
home”  in  Kappa  Alpha 
Theta-we  took  comfort  in 
the  shelter  of  sisterhood  as 
we  charted  the  new  territory 
of  independence.  Theta  has 
also  provided  a  literal  home 
for  thousands  of  our  sisters. 
Looking  back  through  our 
early  history,  we  find  a  rich 
evolution  of  Theta’s  con¬ 
cepts  of  home. 

In  the  early  days  of  coed¬ 
ucation,  colleges  did  not 
offer  much,  if  any,  housing 
to  female  students.  Left 
somewhat  to  fend  for  them¬ 
selves,  out-of-town  students 
often  rented  rooms  and  took 
their  meals  in  private 
homes.  Theta  meetings  took 
place  in  the  family  homes 
of  members  who  lived  near 
campus.  Early  in  our  histo¬ 
ry,  some  chapters  began 
renting  “halls,”  rooms  in 
_  campus  buildings  or  above 
stores  in  town,  where  they 
could  meet.  Eta/Michigan 
was  the  first  chapter  to  rent 
a  hall  in  January  1880. 

Soon  the  idea  evolved, 

'I  and  the  1890s  and  1900s 
brought  Theta’s  first  few 
multi-room  facilities,  usual¬ 
ly  rented,  and  many  of  these 
were  the  first  women’s  fra¬ 
ternity  facilities  on  campus. 
In  1887,  Pi  Chapter  at 
Albion  built  a  lodge,  the 
first  real  estate  owned  by  a  Theta  chap¬ 
ter.  The  Psi  Chapter  at  Wisconsin  rent¬ 
ed  the  first  Theta  chapter  facility  in 
1890,  shortly  after  its  installation. 
According  to  an  1899  issue  of  the 
Kappa  Alpha  Theta  Journal  (as  The 
Magazine  was  then  called),  Rho 
Chapter  at  Nebraska  rented  its  first  liv¬ 
ing  facility  that  year,  an  eight-room 
house  for  “. . .  three  girls  and  a  chaper¬ 
on.  In  spite  of  living  on  mush  and 
prunes,  they  had  jolly  times  in 
Paradise  Roost,  as  their  friends  dubbed 
the  house.” 


A  Home  Away  From  Home

By  1920,  through  the  diligence,  sac¬ 
rifice,  and  elbow  grease  of  chapter 
members  (who  usually  managed  and 
financed  the  facilities  without  assis¬ 
tance),  all  but  three  of  Theta’s  45  chap¬ 
ters  had  some  kind  of  living  quarters. 
Chapters  placed  high  value  on  finan¬ 
cially  sound  practices,  keeping  facility 
costs  and  management  separate  from 
the  chapter  funds.  In  1929,  an  entire 
issue  of  the  Journal  was  devoted  to 
housing  issues:  how  to  finance  and 
acquire  a  house,  good  floor  plans,  and 
innovative  ideas  from  Theta  chapter 
facilities.  The  size  of  the  facilities  was 
not  of  great  importance:  It  was  empha¬ 
sized,  rather,  that  the  house  be  afford¬ 
able  to  the  chapter  and  well-maintained. 

In  size,  chapter  facilities  were  a  real 
substitute  for  the  family  home.  As 
forward-thinking  as  our  chapters  were 
during  this  foundation-building  era,  it 
was  hard  for  them  to  foresee  the  large 
chapter  facilities  of  our  future. 

According  to  a  Journal  article  in  1929: 
“A  household  for  more  than  forty 
becomes  an  institution,  in  spite  of  the 
best  efforts  of  those  in  charge,  and  loos¬ 
es  [sic]  the  subtle,  but  valuable  home 
atmosphere,  and  direct  influence  possi¬ 
ble  only  in  a  small,  united  household.” 

As  chapter  facilities  became  the 
norm,  a  lofty  goal  emerged:  to  make 
the  facilities  physical  extensions  of  the 
Fraternity’s  ideals  “in  training  girls  to 
an  appreciation  of  their  obligations  to 
the  house,  to  one  another,  to  the  casual 
stranger  in  their  midst,  to  the  world.” 
According  to  a  1927  Journal  article,  it 
was  considered  the  “opportunity  and 
obligation  as  Thetas.  .  .  to  send  forth 
girls  well-groomed  in  person,  with  the 
self-respect  to  live  only  in  clean  and 
orderly  quarters,  poised  as  individuals, 
gracious  as  hostesses.  .  . 

Without  such  accomplishments  the 
acquirement  of  knowledge  is  but  a 
husk  for  success  as  woman  or  as 
breadwinner.” 

For  our  early  members,  acquiring 
and  managing  a  chapter  facility 
required  effort,  risk,  and  a  certain 
amount  of  trail-blazing — yet  another 
long-lasting  gift  we  have  reaped  from 
their  efforts.  ^
